Fbr the third time in two years 
legislation that would have 
allowed a Sault Ste. Marie Tribe 
of Chippewa Indians to build a 
casino in Romulus died in the 
U.S. House. 

“We were very disappointed 
that the legislation was taken out 


at the last minute." said Romulus 
Mayor Alan Lambert. “We are 
talking about the possibilities of 
thousands of jobs and revenue, 
not only for the City of Romulus, 
but for the county and the state. 

Lambert said he believes that 
with the economic condition in 
Michigan right now, these rev¬ 
enues be crucial. 

‘The revenue from this casino 


would help the entire region,” he 
said. ‘We have people out of work, 
who need a paycheck and this 
casino would be a great solution.” 

The legislation, which was 
proposed by John Dingell (D- 
Dearbom Heights), was attached 
to a transportation bill, but at the 
last minute opponents of the leg¬ 
islation succeed in getting it 
taken out of the bill. But Dingell 


said that the fight for this casino 
is not oven 

“This casino has been 
approved by a majority of 
Romulus voters,” said Dingell. 
‘The mayor of Romulus and the 
city council all want this casino to 
come to the city. It is my job to 
represent what the people I 
serve want and that is what I will 
do.” 


The Indian tribe has proposed 
a $350 million casino, conference 
center, golf course and hotel, 
which representatives believe 
will bring an anticipated 17,500 
people to Romulus each day. It 
would feature more than 2,500 
slot machines and 90 table 
games. They estimate that this

Federal program to improve skills

While portions of the No 
Child Left Behind (NCLB) act 
continue to receive criticism 
from educators, the Reading 
First Program has been met with 
rave reviews from Romulus ele¬ 
mentary schools and state offi¬ 
cials. 

According to the Michigan 
Department of Education 
(MDE), Reading First focuses 
directly on classroom instruc¬ 
tion. It acknowledges that the 
most important venue for early 
readers is the early elementary 
classroom and therefore it is in 
the classroom where the pro¬ 
gram builds a reading founda¬ 
tion. 

Each elementary school 


deemed eligible in the State of 
Michigan was able to apply to 
the state for federal grants to 
implement the program at the 
given school. Schools are 
deemed eligible by a number of 
different factors. 

“They are really indicators in 
a community,” said Betsy 
MacLeod, Reading First facilita¬ 
tor for the MDE assigned to 
Romulus. ‘Things such as high 
poverty rates, lots of mobility and 
less-than-desirable test scores 
can make schools eligible for the 
program.” 

All six elementary schools in 
Romulus applied for and 
received funding for the pro¬ 
gram. “The fact that all the 
schools received funding is a 
great accomplishment for the 
district,” said Barbara Jaszcz, a 


literacy coach for the Cory 
Elementary Reading First pro¬ 
gram. “I believe it is one of the 
only districts in the state that 
received funding for all the 
schools.” 

The program focuses on chil¬ 
dren in kindergarten through 
third grade and giving them the 
reading skills they need to be 
successful. 

According to the U.S. 
Department of Education, nearly 
70 percent of inner-city fourth 
graders are unable to read at a 
basic level on a national reading 
test And nearly a third of all col¬ 
lege freshmen find they must 
take remedial courses before 
they are able to begin regular 
college level courses. 

Jaszcz said the program is 
based on the belief that if educa¬

determine their level of read¬ 
ing and writing skills. 

‘These tests are indicators 
to educators as to who is 
already having problems,” she 
said. “It allows us to help stu¬ 
dents in need.” 

Students are placed into 
three different categories 
based on their score on the 
DIBELS. Students marked as 
intensive are poor readers and 
writers. Strategic students are 
on the borderline and bench¬ 
mark students are right where 
they should be. 

“Essentially what we do is 
work the kids on reading and 
writing skills in six different 
categories,” she said. 

Each day in all six elemen¬ 
tary schools, two and a half 
hours a day are dedicated to 


reading and writing skills as 
part of the criteria for the 
grant 

“This has done wonders for 
the kids,” said MacLeod. “We 
are receiving feedback from 
educators in the district stating 
that this literacy block has 
changed things dramatically, 
because teachers are not wast¬ 
ing a minute of time in the 
classroom. They are constantly 
keeping the students working 
in these areas.” 

Students are placed into 
flexible groups to complete 
their daily reading and writing 
exercises. 

“We wanted to make sure 
that we were constantly chang¬ 
ing up the groups students are 
in so that it would not a case of 
this is the poor readers group 
and this is the good readers 
group,” said MacLeod. “We 
wanted it to be more balanced 
and fair to the childrea So we 
group them in a number of 


ways. It could be that they all 
have an interest in soccer, so 
they will be grouped together 
for a three week period.” 

Rep. Hoon-Yung Hopgood 
(D-Taylor) said he was quite 
impressed with the program 
during his visit 

“It was a lot of fun to be 
able to interact with the kids 
and see the progress they are 
making,” he said. 

No one will know for sure if 
the program is truly making an 
improvement in the reading 
and writing skills of Romulus 8 
students until results are 
received from the Iowa Basic 
Skills Test that is currently 
being administered in the 
schools. 

“We should know more by 
May on how we are doing,” 
said MacLeod. “But we will 
actually have a better idea this 
time next year after the pro¬ 
gram has been in place for a 
full school year.”

casino, which would sit on 40 
acres of land, would bring about 
7,500 jobs to the city. 

The average salary of these 
jobs would be $40,000 a year, 
$32,000 in actual wages and 
$8,000 in benefits. These num¬ 
bers are based on the prevailing 
casino wages in this area, they 
said. 

The tribe was adamant that 
most of these would be union 


jobs. 

Although another battle was 
lost in the House, representatives 
of the proposed casino said they 
are not giving up. 

“We obviously feel that the 
transportation bill was a good 
vehicle to get this legislation 
passed on so that we could begin 
creating 7,500 new jobs in 
Romulus, but that didn’t hap¬ 
pen,” said Steve Mitchell, repre¬ 
sentative of the Sault Ste. Marie 
Tribe of Chippewa Indians. “But 
we are still very confident that 
this casino will eventually hap¬ 
pen in the City of Romulus.” 


Dingell said that he is already 
working on the next step to get 
the legislation approved. 

“We have already begun to 
seek the votes needed for this 
legislation to pass in the House,” 
said Dingell. “It is going to take 
hard work, but we will get it 
done.” 

Lambert said that he is confi¬ 
dent of ability to pass the legisla¬ 
tion, because of Dingell. 

“If John Dingell tells me it can 
be done, then it can be done,” 
said Lambert “He is a man of his 
word and I know he is working 
his hardest”

City should ‘show* off 

When officials in the City of Wayne delve fully into their budget 
preparation this month, there will be plenly of requests for funds. 

They’re coming off one of the most difficult budget years in recent 
memory, after all, and they had to postpone many needed projects 
because of that It’s not something that municipal governments can 
keep up for long - things break down, overworked staffers get burned 
out 

One of the aspects of the budget proposal - or at least something 
city officials will look at in the near future - is some proposed updates 
to the State Wayne Theater on Michigan Avenue. The council was sup¬ 
posed to have examined some details of that last Tuesday, but decided 
to put it off to gather more complete information about the plaa 

What to do there presents an interesting question, and it’s difficult 
to theorize on it without seeing more details of what type of work is 
proposed. It’s not exactly an essential city service, so some may argue 
that the funds would be better spent elsewhere, but the theater is an 
important part of Wayne. It deserves attention and it makes a lot of 
sense to pay for improvements to the theater. 

Small theaters like the State Wayne are a dying breed, but they can 
provide a sense of identity to the community. Marketed well, the the¬ 
ater can once again claim a prominent part in the downtown atmos¬ 
phere. 

Cily officials have long touted a desire to upgrade the downtown, to 
bring in more business and help make the long-standing firms in the 
city more viable. In many cases, they’re limited in what they can do to 
help improve the look of the town. Nearby the theater, for example, 
the Jamison Block building, a true diamond in the rough, stands 
vacant and boarded up through no fault of the city. It makes sense for 
the city to provide an example and put money into properties where 
they can. 

The theater should not be an overlooked asset in the city. Its size 
may make it difficult to market for special occasions - the largest the¬ 
ater inside is still too small to viably attract large entertainment events 
- but with some creative planning, it can be an important part of the 
city for years to come. 

A bit of a bully? 

There is good news and bad news about the proposed Planned 
Unit Development (PUD) that will bring 356 homes to a prime - and 
sensitive - piece of property in Northville Township. 

The good news, of course, is that it provides for a large land dona¬ 
tion to the township in the form of 24 acres that will be designated as 
a linear park. It keeps the homes further away from the Johnson 
Creek, the only cold water tributary of the Rouge River - a unique 
amenity so treasured that it has a group of guardian angels, the 
Johnson Creek Protection Group. It also provides for more types of 
diverse housing than the other plan presented by developer Grand 
Sakwa, which would have been a straight plotted subdivision with 
283 homes on 100-foot lots. 

The bad news is the way the developer handled the issue, and the 
types of things the township has to give up to get these concessions. 

That term, concessions, is used loosely. The land given up couldn’t 
be built on anyway - it was destined to stay vacant The diverse hous¬ 
ing comes at the cost of amenities like side entry garages and would 
bring more ‘snout homes,’ - residences where the garage protrudes 
out to the road, in front of the living quarters - to the township. 

The worst part about it is that many township officials felt they 
didn’t have much of a choice. They’d seen too many homes of the

More bang for the buck 



I’m the first to admit that I’m 
still a little hazy when it comes to 
the rules and regulations of 
municipal finance. 

Whenever I have to write a 
story about some type of budget, 
bond or millage issue, I nearly 
break out in a cold sweat, with 
the hairs on the back of my neck 
jumping like crickets. 

It’s in part because I never 
was all that good in math - I’m 
kind of like Forest Gump that 
way, if I’m in the right place at 
the right time everything turns 
out OK. Left on my own, I’d 
probably be clueless. And it’s in 
part because when you’re talk¬ 
ing about bond issues or millage 
rates, a single decimal point typo 
can result in a several thousand 
dollar mistake. 

So I was a little confused 
when the Plymouth City 
Commission talked about selling 
bonds Monday night to help alle- 
viate the budget situation, 
maybe save a few jobs and take 
care of a few items of needed 
capital improvements. 

By now, anyone familiar with 
the city knows that it is in dire 
budget straits; last year officials 
predicted Plymouth would face 


a $1.2 million budget shortfall 
because of increasing costs and 
decreasing revenues. Those esti¬ 
mates proved correct, as told to 
the commission on Monday 

At first it didn’t seem like the 
right time to add on more debt 

Fhrther thought shows that 
it’s a good idea, though. Because 
they’re not trying to add on more 
debt nor circumvent the will of 
the voters who turned down a 
proposed tax hike last 
November The bonds they pro¬ 
pose to sell are a way of redefin¬ 
ing the debt they already have, 
so that the payments on it will 
come from the capital improve¬ 
ment fund, specifically a millage 
approved by voters several years 
ago. It essentially frees up about 
$200,000 from the general fund 
budget that can go to provide for 
more city services and hopefully, 
decrease the number of any lay¬ 
offs. 

It makes sense for several 
reasons: The city has a relatively 
good bond rating now, and that 
will ultimately translate into sav¬ 
ings for taxpayers. The interests 
are still historically low - they’ve 
got nowhere to go but up. That 
also means less interest to pay 


on the bonds, 
which means 
more bang 
for the buck. 

I faced a similar situation 
once. I had just graduated from 
The University of Oregon, was 
facing a divorce and the 
prospect of moving back to 
Michigan without a single job 
prospect And I didn’t have a car 
But, at the time, I had paid all 
my bills on time, so my credit 
rating was good. I knew that 
wouldn’t last long, so whatever 
ear I purchased would have to 
last a long, long time. I picked a 
Ford Escort, which, 150,000 
miles later, still starts on the first 
try and runs like a top. 

OK, so maybe people in 
Plymouth might take offense at 
being compared to a car like an 
Escort, but the analogy may fit 
The operations of the City of 
Plymouth may not be too flashy 
in the coming years, they may 
not be the fastest thing on the 
market, but they’ll be solid and 
dependable. 

Besides, when all this finan¬ 
cial hardship is in the past, 
there’s no reason the city can’t 
once again upgrade services...

same sort, large and brown, on 
tiny lots. 

When the Sakwa PUD agree¬ 
ment came to the board of 
trustees last week, it was under 
the directive of ‘sign this tonight, 
or you’ll get the plain subdivi¬ 
sion.’ There were still things that 
needed to be worked out in the 
agreement, but the developer 
said his timetable dictated that 
the agreement had to be in place 
by noon the next day. After that, 
the attorneys would work togeth¬ 
er to make sure all ordinances 
were met 


So what? 

To be fair, Sakwa has provid¬ 
ed plenty of amenities to the 
township in the past They have 
developed several large chunks 
of land for recreational purposes 
- one of which they bought back 
for more than $1 million - and 
they donated the land which now 
houses Ridge Wood Elementary 
School. The work they did in the 
adjacent subdivision earned 
them an environmental award 
for their attempts to preserve 
another portion of Johnson 
Creek. 

The proposal for the land, 
which is on the former Detroit 
House of Corrections (DeHoCo) 
property along Five Mile Road 
between Beck and Ridge roads, 


has also been in the planning 
stages for more than half a year, 
and it’s understandable to see 
frustration and impatience on 
the part of the developers. 

Even so, we don’t think that 
gives them the right to force the 
township to follow their 
timetable. Sure, the site still 
needs to go through site plan 
approvals and township officials 
will still get to look at the Final 
drawings before any construc¬ 
tion can begin. We understand 
that Sakwa has had a good work¬ 
ing relationship with the town¬ 
ship and provided many bene¬ 
fits. They’ve also shown the abili¬ 
ty to get their own way, no matter 
what, and that’s what draws con¬ 
cern.

New businesses sweeten up Wayne Road corridor

Things are looking pretty 
sweet along Wayne Road in 
downtown Wayne. 

New businesses there are 
poised to draw in more people 
and fill store fronts that have 
been, in one case at least, long 
vacant 

That business. The FUnhouse 
Candy Store, opened at the 
beginning of March, according to 
Colin Ayres, who owns the busi¬ 
ness with partners Dawn and 


Paul Bean. Located next to the 
Dairy Queen, it had been nothing 
more than an extended closet for 
about 30 years, according to 
Donna McEachern, executive 
director of the Wayne Chamber 
of Commerce. 

“It was strictly used for stor¬ 
age,” she said. “This is a big, big, 
positive change.” 

Billed as an old-fashioned 
candy store, Flmhouse contains 
plenty of bins of hard-to-find 
candy as well as a selection of 
other treats that will allow adults 
to walk down memory lane. 


according to Ayres. 

“We specialize in hard to find 
candy,” Ayres said. ‘That’s what 
sets us apart We’re not a conve¬ 
nience story that sells candy. 
We’re a candy store.” 

He said the idea for the store, 
at least for the three partners, 
dates back to the summer of 
2002. He, Paul and Dawn had 
been discussing a business ven¬ 
ture, but were vacillating about 
the type of business they wanted 
to start They had diverse back¬ 
grounds - Ayres had spent 20 
years in the retail business, Paul, 
at the time had been a welder for 
a decade - and initially settled 
on a common, coffee shop con¬ 
cept 

The shop would be located in 
Clawson, where the group lives, 
and Ayres said they discussed 
what they could provide for the 
children of parents who came ia 
He suggested a candy counter, 
and the idea for the candy store 
blossomed from there, he said. 
After that things happened very 
quickly. 

“This all happened in a mat¬ 
ter of a couple hours,” Ayres said. 
“FYom that concept we opened 
our first store in three months. It 
just took off.” 

Downtown Clawson has much 
in common with downtown 
Wayne, he said. It’s a nice down¬ 
town area that is actively trying 


to bring in new businesses. The 
store there has been open since 
the summer of 2002 and caught 
on well enough for the group to 
consider opening the second 
locatioa 

Ayres, who has relatives in the 
city that will run the store, said 
Wayne was a pretty good choice, 
particularly given the store’s 
proximity to the Dairy Queea 

“This city is very much like 
Clawson,” he said. “It’s very fami¬ 
ly oriented.” 

The store is designed to be the 
type of nickel candy stores that 
once dotted the metro Detroit 
landscape. Bins of candy line the 
walls and old toys overlook the 
scene from shelves near the ceil¬ 
ing. Most of the toys came from 


the Beans’ or Ayres’ home, and 
they’re just for looks, not for sale. 
Even so, patrons will recognize 
plenty of old favorites, from stat¬ 
ues of Gamera and Godzilla, and 
more. The toys foster the nostal¬ 
gic feeling, he said. 

“It brings back memories for 
people. Everyone has a story,” 
Ayres said. “It takes people back 
to a simpler time. Adults start 
looking around, and they end up 
spending more than the kids do.” 

McEachern said she thought 
the shop was a good addition to 
the Wayne business world 
because of its unique nature.

Hellboy’ proves devilishly 
good entertainment

"What makes a man a man?” 

That’s the question posed in the opening 
of the movie Hellboy and examined in the 
better parts of the film. 

The movie, based on the Dark Horse 
comic book written by Mike Mignola, tells 
the story of a demon that escaped hell as an 
infant and is raised to be a force for good. 

Ron Perlman plays the statuesque 
Hellboy as an adult red, thick with muscles, 
with a prehensile tail that peeps out'from 
his brown trench coat. Hellboy is always 
chomping on cigars and making light of his 
situations, and himself 

We first meet, him, though, during a U.S. 
Army operation late in World War H A small 
cadre of troops, led by a young Professor 
Bruttenholm, is sent to a remote island to 
stop a group of Nazis, led by the villain 
Grigori Rasputin (Karl Roden) from opening 
up a dimensional portal and summoning 
forth the Seven Gods of Chaos. 

They succeed in stopping the Nazis, and 
the only thing that slips through the portal is 
the young Hellboy, a little red baby that hiss¬ 
es and jumps and nearly meets his end at 
the hand of some trigger-happy army grunts 


before Bruttenholm manages to 
stay their hands. Fortunately, he 
has brought along some Baby Ruth 
candy bars and a blanket on the 
combat mission (now that’s being pre¬ 
pared) and manages to calm the 
young demoa 

Flash forward to the present 
Bruttenholm (John Hurt) now heads up a 
secret government agency designed to 
‘bump back’ at the things that go bump in 
the night It falls under the perview of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
and it's not exactly a popular agency - in 
fact even FBI chief Tom Manning 
(played by a droll Jeffery Tambor), is at 
odds with some of the characters there. 

Hellboy isn’t the only member of the 
agency. There’s also Abe Sapien, a sort 
of psychic Fish-man named after 
Abraham Lincoln - Sapien was bom 
the day Lincoln was shot When he and j 
Hellboy go on missions, they answer to 
the code names Ted’ and ‘blue.’ 

The story picks up again when 
young FBI Agent John Meyers is trans¬ 
ferred into the agency. Before long we 
learn of a plot to bring Rasputin back

to life and complete the interrupted spell, 
therefore bringing the gods of chaos back 
into the world. 

Hellboy is based on a comic book series, 
and Hellboy himself is a comic book char¬ 
acter, but he is far from the typical comic 
book super hero, and the movie itself isn’t 
quite a typical comic book movie. Director 
and screenwriter Guillermo del Toro rec¬ 
ognizes the absurdity of the premise and 
has fun with it He recognizes the need for 
computer-generated special effects - and 
of those there are plenty - but knows that 
if the film is to work, the characters need 
to take center stage. 

And they do. Perlman was bom for a 
role like Hellboy. He is good during the 
fights, when he eschews the typical one- 
liners found in silly combat scenes, but 
better when the movie focuses on 
Hellboy’s ‘human side.’ Here is a demon 
fond of and gentle with kittens, who 
searches at great lengths for the right 
words to put into a love letter - as evi¬ 
denced by the mound of paper scraps lit¬ 
tered about his room. 

Because it’s lonely being a demon in 
the modem world. Hellboy regularly files 
down his horns in an attempt to ‘fit in,’ but 
still can’t be seen in public. 

“How am I going to be able to pick up 
chicks when I have to hide in the back of a 
garbage truck?” He asks, rhetorically. 
When someone close to him dies, he can’t 
be a pallbearer, or even attend the funeral. 

The movie ends with the same ques¬ 
tion with which it began, and by then, of 
course, we all know the answer. This is still 
a Hollywood movie, though, so they have 
to spell it out for the audience, anyway. 

The movie is best when it concentrates 
on those moments. It will please fans of

They wailed on teams such as Michigan 
State, Michigan, Western Michigan, Ohio 
State, Ball State and Illinois with their 
scores reaching into the double digits. 

In the regional tournament they beat 
Michigan State, 11-5, in the first round and 
secured a 12-5 victory over Western 
Michigan in the second round. For the 
championship they faced off against the 
Western Michigan Broncos again and bat¬ 
tled to a 9-8 triumph in overtime. 

Joe scored two goals in the first meeting 
against Western and his brother, Dave, 
scored a goal in the State game to help get 
them through the playoffs. 

The Eagles have five players in the top 
10 of league point leaders. Senior forward 
Brent Bauer is ranked number one with 56 
goals and 19 assists for 75 points. Joe 
Majewski, junior forward, came in at num¬ 
ber three with 48 points, 34 goals and 14 
assists. Sophomore forward Mike Rollet is 
listed at number five with 26 goals and 20 
assists for 46 points and Josh Cooper’s 38 
points, 19 goals and 19 assists, was good 
enough to place him ninth.
